Others wanted to continue the 
pretense of putting up a fight for the 
bill against the successful filibuster 
which democrats and insurgent re­ 
publicans have conducted. 
The decision,

was 
believed, 
would be left to President Harding. 
I nany event, republican leaders, in­ 
cluding Senators Jones, Lodge, W at­ 
son and Curtis saw no hope of keep­ 
ing the bill before the senate long­ 
er than Monday. 
A motion to re­ 
commit it was in prospect as the sen­ 
ate met today and the rapid deser­ 
tion of adm inistration forces within 
the past two days made it appear 
that such a motion stood 
a 
good 
chance of being adopted. 
The situation will be laid before 
President Harding once again either 
today or tomorrow 
by 
committee 
which has been dubbed by republi­ 
can senators as the "pallbearers com­ 
m ittee”, 
Some rather plain talk 
may

served Mr. Harding by this group of 
administration senators 
who 
have 
up to within a day or two stood by 
the president in his insistence on a 
subsidy vote. 
The senate is less dis­ 
posed to hold Mr. Harding responsi­ 
ble for the insistence that a hopeless 
task be persevered in than Chairman 
Lasker of the shipping board.

Administration Surrenders to 
Filibuster 
W ashington, Feb. 23— The admin­ 
istration surrendered today to the 
filibuster against the ship subsidy 
bill. 
Insurgency among republican sen­ 
ators who demanded an opportunity 
to get a vote on other measures, held 
back by the filibuster, caused admin­ 
istration leaders to decide to give 
w'ay. 
President Harding was 
informed 
by Senator Curtis, republican whip 
that there was no chance for a vote 
on the subsidy and th a t insistence 
bn keeping 
it 
before 
the 
senate 
would merely obstruct other meas 
urea that ought to pass. 
Curtis received no message from 
Mr. Harding for the senate but on 
his return from the White House an 
agreement 
was 
quickly 
reached 
which prevented an even worse tie 
up than had existed all this week. 
Under the agreement the 
senate 
will adjourn at 6 p. rn. today, consid 
er calendar bills two hours tomorrow 
and provide for further consideration 
of the calendar on Monday. 
This 
step marked a virtual complete sur 
render by Senator Jones in 
charge 
of the subsidy, Who had previously 
announced repeatedly that be would 
force the senate to sit nights until 
he got an agreement for a final vote 
on the bill. 
It was generally b lieved today 
that by Saturday night the senate 
would dispose definitely of the sub­ 
sidy either by defeating the Jones 
motion now pending to reinstate the 
subsidy bill as the senate’s unfinish­ 
ed business, or by recommitting the 
bill to the commerce committee.

CLAIMED THAT ALLEGED BANK 
WRFXKER’S SHORTAGE RUN 
TO HALF MILLION

Chicago, Feb. 23.—Further details 
of the amazing career of Joseph B. 
Marcino, alleged bank wrecker, whose 
shortages were reported In excess of 
$600,000 were revealed today as fed­ 
eral authorities questioned relatives 
nnd friends bere. 
In a ten page letter to his father-in- 
law Abraham Goldman, the 26 year old 
financier, admitted his complicity in 
failures of several banks, and hinted 
he would commit suicide 
Twelve years ago Marcino (ame to 
the United States as an immigrant 
from Italy. 
He began a barber trade 
In the old Lombard botel here, and 
from his customers learned the rudi­ 
ments of high finance. 
While still in 
his teens, Marcino left 
the 
barber 
trado and became first an insurance 
solicitor and then a 
banker. 
Four 
years ago he eloped and married Gold­ 
man's daughter Cecellu. 
“I warned my girl not to marry 
him," Goldman told authorities. "But 
after they eloped, I could only make 
the best of it. 
I helped him many 
times and tried to keep him out of 
trouble." 
Murclno’s real name la Balelta, hut 
he has used his middle name Marcino 
for several years. 
His parents are iii a bakery bere. 
They cannot speak English and were 
confused when an attempt to explain 
their son's predicament was made to 
them. 
Bank examiners accuse Marcino of 
wrecking three financial institution* 
and declared he was

HIRING this svsMiofi of the Minnesota legislature the mem­ 
bers of that body should be giv< n the opportunity of voting either 
for or a g a in st an appropriation by which th e state of Minnesota 
may share in the advantages of the Sheppard-Tnwmr art. 
The 
appropriations committee of the houst* and the finance com to ii I ve 
of th e senate should not prevent the house and senate from dis­ 
cussing the merits of this matter which means so much to th* 
women and children of this state. 
The Sheppard-Towner act is an act for the public protection 
of maternity and infancy and provides a method of cooperation 
between the government of the United States and the several 
states. 
It authorises the appropriation of money annually “to be 
paid to the several states for the purpose of cooperating with 
them in promoting the welfare and Hygiene of maternity and in­ 
fancy 
* 
* 
V The administration of the act is in the hands 
of the Board of Maternity and Infant Hygiene of the federal gov 
eminent, which works, in the st vend states, through their f’hild 
Welfare Boards. To share in the benefits of the act, each slate 
must appropriat* an amount equal to the amount paid to the sbite 
by the federal government. 
While it is true that at this t.me the people of Minnesota are 
demanding retrenchment ii is not to in* supposed that they a k 
that money be saved at the expense of endangering th* lives of 
m others and children who, if I his appropriation is made, would, 
through the instruction given in prenatal and infancy care, be 
advised of the dangers that so often result in death. 
The legislature must decide how the? monies of the state are 
to be appropriated and, while they must consider expenditures 
that look to material development, they will be remiss in their 
duty to the people of the stat* if I hey fail to consider ways and 
means*of safeguarding the lives of mothers and children, even 
though this may rn an that some other appropriation must be held 
up. 
This appropriation, which secures an equal appropriation 
from the federal government, and enables the Child Welfare Board 
of the alate to carry on, the good work of instructing mothers in 
self-care and the nursing of their batiks, should be made by the 
legislature. 
It would also seem that the legislature should appropriate the 
amount of money which it is under an obligation to refund to the 
counties of the state as one-third of the money expended by the 
counties on mothers* pensions. 
This would not increase* taxa­ 
tion but would transfer part of the burden from the several coun­ 
ties to the state of Minnesota, 
Appropriations that mean so much to the health of mothers 
and their care of their children should not be side-tracked by com­ 
mittees. They should be reported out and the legislature given a 
chance to dispose of them. Even if some other appropriations are 
denied those should he voted by legislators .whose first concern 
should be the health and general welfare of their constituents.

D u r i n g thus session of the Minnesota legislature the m em ­ 
bers of that body should bo give ii the opportunity of voting either 
for or against an appropriation by which the state of Minnesota 
may share in the advantages of the Sheppard-Towner aet. 
The 
appropriations committee of the house and the finance committee 
of the senate should not prevent the h o u se and senate from dis­ 
cussing the merits of this m atter which means so much to the 
women and children of this state. 
The Sheppard-Towner act is an act for the public protection 
of m aternity and infancy and provides a method of cooperation 
between the government of tile United States and the several 
states. 
It, authorizes the appropriation of money annually “ to be 
paid to the several states for the purpose of cooperating with 
them rn promoting tin; welfare and hygiene of m aternity and in­ 
fancy 
* 
* 
*•” 
The administrat ion of the act is in the hands 
of the Board of Maternity and Infant Hygiene of the ,federal gov­ 
ernment, which works, in the several states, through their Child 
Welfare Boards. 
To share in the benefits of the act, each state 
must appropriate an amount equal to the amount paid to the state 
by the federal government. 
While it is true that at this time the people of Minnesota are 
demanding retrenchment it is not to la* supposed that they ask 
that money be saved at the expense of endangering the lives of 
mothers and children who, if this appropriation is made, would, 
through the instruction given in prenatal and infancy care, be 
advised of the dangers that so often result iii death. 
The legislature must decide how' the monies of the state are 
to be appropriated and, while they must consider expenditures 
that look to material development, they will be remiss in their 
duty to the people of the state if they.fail to consider ways and 
means*of safeguarding the lives of mothers and children, even 
though this may mean that some other appropriation must be held 
up. 
This appropriation, which secures an equal appropriation 
from the federal government, and enables the Child Welfare Board 
of the state to carry mn the good work of instructing mothers in 
self-care and the nursing of their babies, should be made by the 
legislature. 
It would also seem that the legislature should appropriate the 
amount of money which it is under an obligation to refund to the 
counties of the state as one-third of the money expended by the 
counties on m others’ pensions. 
This would not increase* taxa­ 
tion but would transfer part of the burden from the several coun­ 
ties to the state of Minnesota. 
Appropriations that mean so much to the health of mothers 
and their care of their children should not be side-tracked by com­ 
mittees.
